REMARKS 

Claims 32-46 are pending in this application. 



Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. SI 02 

Claims 32, 34-37 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 6,535,434 to Maayan et al. ("Maayan"). 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. SI 03 

Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Maayan. 

Claim 38 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Maayan in view 
of U.S. Patent No. 6,545,917 to Kim ("Kim"). 

Claims 40-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Maayan in 
view of U.S. Patent No. 6,751,129 to Gongwer ("Gongwer"). 

Independent claims 32, 39 are being amended in this application to incorporate the 
limitations of claims 11 of parent US Patent No. 7,023,736. Similarly, claim 43 is being 
amended to incorporate the limitations of claim 1 of US 7,023,736. 

These incorporated limitations are not found in any of the references of record, whether 
individually or in combination. For example, there is no disclosure in any of Maayan, Kim or 
Gongwer of : 

"a latch being set to register the associated memory cell in response to said discriminator 
identifying a conduction current higher than said predetermined demarcation current value; 

an inhibitor to turn off the conduction current of the associated memory cell; 

an inhibitor enabler responsive to said plurality of sense amplifiers having their 
discriminators completed their identifications and said latch being set; and wherein 

said controller controls said plurality of sense amplifiers to operate a predetermined 
number of times before reading out the determined memory state." 

The independent claims are therefore believed allowable. Similarly the rest of the 
dependent claims are also believed allowable by virtue of being dependent on allowable claims.
